A temporary Youth Activity Center opened on May 
12, 1998, to operate through last summer. Following 
Monday night’s grant of a second extension, that tem¬ 
porary facility will be in place for over two years before 
it closes down. 

The decision reflects the Council’s commitment to 
maintain a Youth Activity Center, one of the needs iden¬ 
tified by the Youth Master Plan Steering Committee, 
until a permanent site in constructed. While the Coun¬ 
cil has moved quickly to locate a permanent site (at Si¬ 
erra Vista Park), the planning, environmental studies, 
bidding, and construction will delay completion of the 
project by over a year by optimistic estimates. 

In the meantime, the temporary location of the YAC 
is a sore spot for nearby residents, who didn’t bargain 
for the traffic and activities of a Youth Activity Center 
when they moved near what was at one time a quiet com¬ 
munity church. 

“I don’t know what I’m going to do,” said Sally Gib¬ 
son, who lives next door to the YAC. She came to Mon¬ 
day’s meeting to speak against the extension, as she did 
on August 25th, 1998, the first time the temporary use 
permit was extended, that time for 120 days. She has 
experienced problems with noise, loitering, trespassing, 
and even the occasional football flying into the back 
yard. 

With Sally were other residents, such as Jeff Bohn, a 
volunteer fire fighter with the City. Tl^e other residents 
have experienced the same problems that Gibson has. 
At August’s meeting, while they were unsuccessful in 
preventing the extension, they did manage to get the 
Council to do away with some of the factors causing dis¬ 
turbances, such as amplified music and skateboarding. 
Bohn Monday night discussecl continued problems with 
the YAC, such as a lack of supervision. 

Resident Mark Hcring. who was one of over 30 res¬ 
idents who had sent a letter to the Council last year ad¬ 
dressing problems with the YAC, noted that problems 
with the YAC are more prevalent during the summer 
than they are during the school year. 

While residents had hoped to at least avoid extension 
of the Temporary Use Permit into Summer, 1999, the 
City Council, while sympathetic to their concerns, was 
also adamant that a Youth Activity Center remain open. 
Councilmember Glenn Lambdin noted that even a tem¬ 
porary closure would be interpreted by Sierra Madre’s 
children and teenagers as a betrayal. Rather than the one 
year extension suggested in the staff recommendation, 
the Council opted to extend the temporary use permit 
until Summer, 2(XX), with the hope and intention that the 
permanent Youth Activity Center be in place then, and 
that this be the last such extension granted.

I Please Pass The Salt 

t . Salt is one of our most valued minerals, and is fortu- 
tnately found all over the globe. The seas are salty, there 
great salt lakes, there are salt mines, and even salt 
picks where the wild animals can get their needed min- 
i^rals. I have no idea how long salt has been used by man, 
J^because preservation of food is a recent invention. I have 
ttrften wondered how the world would be if there had 
foever been any salt. There would never have been any 
^exploratory sailings, there would have been no great 
^oyages around the world because there would have 
jbeen no way to keep the food. And this is where some- 
^ng comes in that we find repugnant now, salt horse, 
^ears ago, in the days of sails, salted horse meat became 

staple fare of the sailor’s diet and it would be kept in 
»alt much of the time. It became what the sailor’s need¬ 
ed for their brutal hard work and wretched working con- 
editions. r m not sure that Columbus and Magellan would 
•have gotten very far on a diet of tea and toast. 

” My own family used a lot of salt. We grew up in a 
time when it was ordinary and nobody thought anything 
about using it. 1 remember Mama frying eggs in salt- 
J)ork grease and then we ate the fried strips just the same 
^ bacon. Beside each plate on our dining room table 
3vas a salt cellar, a glass dish with a cavity in the middle 
amd it held probably a heaping tablespoon full of salt. If 
>'e had radishes, or green onions, or celery on the table 
iV'e always dipped the tip of the vegetables in the salt 
before taking a bite. It was automatic. We ate lots of | 
iom in the middle of the summer. And the first thing 
^e did with the steaming hot ear was to cover it with 
butter and then use the salt shaker liberally. It was dead- 
■ly, I suppo.se, but it was also delicious. Perhaps the salt¬ 
iest thing we ate was the homemade sauerkraut, and I 
"should know because I helped my mother several au¬ 
tumns make one or two five gallon jars of kraut. Kraut 
■is nothing but shredded cabbage that is pickled in its own 
brine. Salt is mixed with the shredded cabbage, which 
draws the juice out of the cabbage, turns it into a brine, 
cures it, and turns it into sauerkraut. We ate it all the 
bme in the wintertime. 

I think the war against salt has reached a ludicrous 
level. Some years ago a good friend of mine was terri¬ 
bly ill. And white ill, he was struck down with a heart 
•• 

attack that made him a terminal case. His doctor imme- 
jdiately put him on a salt-free diet. I went to see him one 
day and I was sc shocked. He looked like a dead man. 
His face was so white and thin. I said. “I wish that I 
was your doctor.” 

£ He nodded and in a lov.' whisper said, “You do?” 
s “Yes,” I said, “Each day you should have a nice big 
steak broiled medium rare and two shots of 90 proof 
bourbon.” 

• He gave a faint smile and nodded his head. Two days 
later he was gone. The meat and the whiskey would not 
have saved his life, but would have given him a tempo¬ 
rary lift, and at least he wouldn’t have died from starva- 
jtion, which is what actually happened.

O’Brien hadjssued a writ¬

At times, the sound reinforce¬ 
ment in the theater gets shrill, especially when voices 
rise, so the tender-eared might carry some auditory pro¬ 
tection. 

“Rent” is a time capsule. It was bom and lives firmly 
in the now.

The cabs won’t drop you at Avenue B 
where this story is set, but you can visit for an evening 
and hear an anthem of our time still resonating in a hol- 
lowed-out walk-up in Alphabet City. The song of sur¬ 
vivors, messengers, those who won’t settle for the good 
paying job with excellent benefits in surmy Santa Fe. 

We can only hope that ten years hence “Rent’”s ref¬ 
erences to AZT will ring nostalgic to school kids who 
discussed it in history class, AIDS having long since 
been rendered impotent, and colored ribbons having 
returned to their rightful place on birthday presents and 
pony tails.

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Methodist Hospiteil 
Threatened with Anthrax 


By Dan Oakes 

Apparently, the late^ 
crime fad is making An¬ 
thrax threats; FBI spokes¬ 
woman Laura Bosley re¬ 
ports that over the past few 
months, 33 such threats 
have come to the attention 
of the FBI, which typically 
acts as lead agency for 
such investigations, in 
conjunction with local law 
enforcement. 

“So far, only two arrests 
have been made, but we 
anticipate many more,” 
said Bosley. Arrestee #1 
was a man from Calabasas 
in December; #2 is 23 year 
old Christopher McCoy of 
Sierra Madre, who was 
booked on charges of Title 
18 U.S. Code Section 175, 
commonly referred to as 
the Biological Weapons 


Anti-Terrorism Act of 
1989, or B-WAT. 

McCoy is being held 
without bail after being 
arrested on Sunday follow¬ 
ing a cooperative effort 
between the FBI, Arcadia 
Police Department, and 
the Sierra Madre Police 
Department. He is cur¬ 
rently at the Metropolitan 
Detention Center, and has 
maintained his innocence 
to the federal charges 
stemming from alleged 
threats to weapons of mass 
destruction. Assistant Di¬ 
rector in charge of Los An¬ 
geles field operations 
Timothy McNally re¬ 
ported that multiple threats 
were received by tele¬ 
phone at Arcadia Method- 
ist Hospital between 


Thursday, January 21st, 
and Saturday, January 
23rd, to the effect that An¬ 
thrax was going to be re¬ 
leased into the hospital via 
a bomb. A search of the 
hospital was negative, and 
for that reason, the hospi¬ 


tal was not evacuated. 

Federal terrorist threats 
carry stiff penalties, how¬ 
ever, and the fact that such 
bombs or chemicals were 
found neither at Methodist 
Hospital or at McCoy’s 
residence don’t change the 


fact that there is a possible 
life sentence attached to 
those charges. The harsh 
sentences are in response 
to the manpower and costs 
associated with such 
threats, all of which are 
taken seriously, and as a 


deterrence. Bosley reports 
that since the arrest of the 
Calabasas suspect, Harvey 
Spelkin, news reports 
mentioning possible life 
sentences in prison have 
slowed the rate of the 
threats responded to by the 
FBI.
